A quiet month closed out 
the year’s records for the 
Plano Fire D epartm ent, 
according to Bill Threet. fire 
marshal. 
He said the department 
investigated only one fire in 
September as compared to 
61 in August. Threet said 155 
fires 
were 
investigated 
during the year, 16 of them 
involving buildings. Six of 
the buildings were vacant 
when fires occured. 
The September fire in­ 
volved a $36,000 building, 
Threet said, and estimated 
that its contents were worth 
$14,400. 
The department answered 
45 fire calls which included 
one county call, two mutual 
aid calls, three grass fires, 
four automobile fires, two 
false alarms, 17 inspections 
and 25 others not classified.

said today three ways being 
considered

curb 
petroleum use in America 
are a horsepower tax on 
automobiles, voluntary self­ 
control, and import duties on 
oil and oil products. 
The government’s attitude 
toward nonautomobile pe­ 
troleum use also will have a 
big impact on coal, Sawhill 
said in a speech prepared for 
the 
Am erican 
M ining 
Congress in Las Vegas but 
released in Washington. 
‘‘We are striving to change 
the country’s love affair with 
the private car,” he said. 
“The automobile is about the 
least efficient way to move 
people from place to place in 
an urban area. 
‘‘To 
break 
the 
automobile’s 
grip 
on 
American 
transportation 
habits, 
we need 
strong 
disincentives to urban auto 
use,” he said. 
‘‘One possibility v/e are 
considering is a horsepower 


tax on 
new automobiles, 
graduated upward as engine 
size increases and 
fuel 
economy decreases. This 
could encourage buyers to 
purchase more efficient 
cars,” he said. 
‘‘Another option is in ­ 
creased import fees levied 
on crude oil and petroleum 
products, which would raise 
prices 
and 
discourage 
consumption,” he said. 
“Still another important 
factor is the voluntary 
cooperation of the public,” 
he said. 
‘‘Voluntary self­ 
control ... can go far toward 
a c h i e v i n g 
e s s e n t i a l 
reductions in energy use.” 
While 
petroleum 
was 
scarce, the United States is 
known as “the Saudi Arabia 
of Coal,” he said, but he 
added that the resource is 
underused. 
Sawhill suggested several 
possibilities for inducing 
additional coal use: 
“We can amend the Clean 
Air Act to allow, for the time 
being at least, the burning of
